their being in the ſtare of ſaluation : This I athrme,not of 
or againſt all , bur againſt wilfull vnrelenting and vnre= 
pentant Papiſts. For no doubt can be made, bur that in 
the Popiſh Church, there are and haue bin diuers(which 
if wee will ſpeake properly, and according to the nature 
of termes,wee may not call Papiſts) who ( rgnorant of the 
altitudes of the BeaFt, or not obfiinaccly weddcd thereun= 
ro)are in the way of ſaluation: butT ſay of ſuchzthat they 
are in the Popiſh Church , though not of the Popiſh 
Church, > pra they ſuck onely, the good which 1sin 
that Church ; but hauc a reluQancie againſt the errours 
and ſuperſtitions; againſt the immaniries and preſumpti= 
ons of the Beaſt, and of his State.
